Last Monday a CP Rail 
freight heading south through 
Didsbury derailed and hit 
Masterfeeds. No one was in¬ 
jured in the accident, but the 
crews are still working on fix¬ 
ing the damage and cleaning up 
the mess. 

The cost of the damage is 
still pending. Crews still have 
to recover as much of the cus¬ 
tomer product as possible. The 
investigation for the reason 
behind the derailment is still 
under way. 

“It takes a bit of time and 
analysis to figure out what hap¬ 
pened,” said Mark Seland, 
Communications, CP Rail. "We 
have to interview crews, look 
at operating characteristics, 
the track, the train, and the 
weather.” 

According to Seland this 
process could take from a few 
days to a few months. 

"We want to really under¬ 
stand what happened so we can 
use it as a learning experience,” 
said Seland. "We want to make 
sure it never happens again.”

CHR and MVSHB form unique rural partnership

Mountain View Senior Hous¬ 
ing and the Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion (CHR) have partnered up in 
Didsbury to provide additional 
continuing care services in a more 
home-like environment. 


In 1999, a government com¬ 
mittee chaired by Dave Broda 
outlined the needs and issues 
facing the aging population and 
made recommendations for con¬ 
tinuing care reform. In April 
2000, the government accepted 
the blueprint for reform in the 


Broda Report and set strategic 
directions to guide their imple¬ 
mentation. 

The blueprint included a shift 
in focus to enabling people to re¬ 
main in their homes and other 
types of supported living ar¬ 
rangements, and allowing them 


to maintain their independence 
as long as possible. 

In 2000, the Mountain View 
Senior’s Housing Board 
(MVSHB) was granted funding 
through the Alberta govern¬ 
ment’s Healthy Aging Partner¬ 
ship Initiative Program to con¬ 


struct the Aspen Ridge Lodge. 
David Thompson Health Region 
(DTHR), in which Didsbury re¬ 
sided. made a commitment with 
MVSHB to fund 20 Designated 
Assisted Living (DAL) spaces at 
the new lodge.

Drug habit leads to 
jail

Drug habit leads to jail 

An local area man has 
plead guilty to two counts of 
possession of stolen prop¬ 
erty and has been sentenced 
to 10 months in prison and 
a $200 fine. 

The prison time will run 
consecutively with time be¬ 
ing served due to a similar 
charge in Red Deer. 

Jessie Bissonnette, a 23- 
yearl-old father of one, will 
have to spend one month ex¬ 
tra in jail due to charges 
stemming from a Dec. 18 
charge for trying to sell sto¬ 
len mechanical tools out of 
the back of a stolen truck. 

Olds RCMP were notified 
after one of the men 
Bissonette was trying to sell 
the tools to noticed the 2003 
Dodge Ram had a broken 
window. 

Bissonette blames his 
problems with the law on a 
methamphetamine addiction 
that he is seeking treatment 
for. 

“Unless you buy into this 
(drug treatment) yourself 
it’s useless,” scolded Judge 
C.L. Daniel prior to sen¬ 
tencing. 

“You are a dad. You are a 
role model to your daughter. 
You can’t do a very good job 
of that when you're strung 
out (on methampheta¬ 
mine).” 

$70,000 was a bad in¬ 
vestment 

A 65-year-old Red Deer has 
plead guilty to a rarely used 
charge in the criminal code. 

William Marchant was sen¬ 
tenced to repay $69,200 and 
a one-year conditional sen¬ 
tence for “making use of or 
uttering a document knowing 
that it has been made, ex¬ 
ecuted, signed, accepted or 
endorsed with intent to de- 
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fraud and without lawful au¬ 
thority, in the name or on the 
account of another person, by 
procuration or otherwise.” 

The charge carries a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of 14 years in 
prison. Both the prosecution 
and defense wanted Marchant 
to avoid prison time so he 
might work to pay off $69,200 
owed to a Red Deer couple. 

The charge stems from a 
June, 1998 incident in which 
Marchant received $70,000 
from the couple to invest in 
his company. Marchant 
claims the investment was in 
“good faith” but he lost the 
money. 

A document naming an in¬ 
vestment in “Commtrade” 
was provided to the couple by 
Mr. Marchant. Judge Daniel 
said of the document that any 
knowledgeable investor would 
have seen right through it. 

The money disappeared as 
did Mr. Marchant’s business 
when he was forced to declare 
bankruptcy. 

He has already given the 
couple $800 and said that a 
gift from his sister will pay off 
the rest. Judge Daniel ordered 
him to pay at least $100 a 
month until the debt is paid 
off. 

She also ordered that any 
money that Marchant comes 
into has to go towards pay¬ 
ing off the remainder. 

Mr. Marchant said he 
wants to pay them back, but 
he lost everything when he 
lost his company and is now 
working a menial job to make 
ends meet.

Mountain View County 
Reeve, Ian Harvie, spoke up 
at Thursday’s County Coun¬ 
cil about his concerns at the 
disarray at the Jan. 21 Spe¬ 
cial County meeting called 
to announce the outcome of 
the Mountain View Taxpay¬ 
ers Association (MVTA) pe¬ 
tition. 

“I am very concerned 
about the shouting, and the 
actions of the people in at¬ 
tendance,” said Harvie. “We 
are in a society not in a war 
with anybody, decisions are 
not always going to be popu¬ 
lar decisions, but there 
should be a certain amount 
of respectability.” 

When County Commis¬ 
sioner Harold Johnsrude 
announced that the petition 
(to limit spending on the 
new County Administration 
Building) was not sufficient, 
the MVTA became upset, and 
several people interrupted 
the meeting to shout out 
comments to the Reeve. 

Comments were shouted 
out throughout the meeting, 
several eruptions took 
place, and two Special Con¬ 
stables were called out to 
help regain control. At one 
point things became so out 
of hand Harvie called a 
short recess. 

“I am concerned that a 
certain sector is taking in¬ 
appropriate actions,” said

Harvie. “It is easy to throw 
stones, but they should put 
themselves on the receiving 
end of those stones to see 
how it feels.”

This funding made it pos¬ 
sible for the lodge to accom¬ 
modate residents with higher 
levels of care, otherwise resid¬ 
ing in a long term care facil¬ 
ity. 

In December 2003, 
Didsburv and area joined the 
CHR. The CHR has honoured 
the commitment made by 
DTHR to provide appropriate 
care options for seniors in the 
community and surrounding 
areas. 

Aspen Ridge Lodge is now 
complete, and the partnership 
between the MVSHB and the 
CHR will provide the oppor¬ 
tunity for the creation of ad¬ 
ditional continuing care serv¬ 
ices and seniors housing op¬ 
tions. This partnership makes 
it possible for some residents 
from the long term care cen¬ 
tre at the Didsbury District 
Hospital to move to the lodge, 
scheduled to open in mid-Feb¬ 
ruary. 

“We are very excited about 
this new type of partnership,” 
said Doreen Wilson, chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer, MVSHB. 
“It means our residents will 
be able to age in place. We're 
looking forward to working 
with the Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion on this project.” 

Residents in Didsbury’s 
long term care facility will be 
assessed by CHR staff to de¬ 
termine the most appropriate 
level of care. Staff will then 
meet with residents and their 
families to see if there is an 
opportunity for residents to 
move to the lodge. 

“What is really wonderful 
is the unique opportunity to 
create a model of excellence 
for rural continuing care that 
facilitates more appropriate 
options for people as they 
age,” said Lori Anderson, di¬ 
rector, rural health, CHR. 
“It’s in direct alignment with 
the Broda Report.” 

Unit three in Long Term 
Care at the Didsbury Hospi¬ 
tal will be closing down, and 
the 20 beds will be shifted to 
the Designated Assistant Liv¬ 
ing Beds at the Aspen Lodge. 

“This is a unique model for 
rural,” said Anderson. “It is 
quite exciting for Didsbury to 
have this.” 

It is presently being looked 
at to increase the number of 
designated assistant living 
beds at the lodge from 20 to

out he received third degree 
burns and he is expected to heal. 

“There was nothing anyone 
could do for him,” said Mom, 
“we just have to let him heal on 
his own.” 

In the course of three days 
numerous blisters appeared on 
the ears that have now cracked, 
bled and scabbed. 


The mother is sharing this ex¬ 
perience because she wanted peo¬ 
ple to see the damage done and 
pain caused and warn other chil¬ 
dren to dress for the weather. 

“As soon as he could get a 
toque on those ears, he did, and 
hasn't taken it off since. He even 
wears it inside.” 

Exposed skin will begin to 


freeze in less than one minute 
at -28 9 c. 

Temperatures with wind 
chills bottomed out at -45 e c, last 
week. 

Health Link, receives ap¬ 
proximately 10,000 medically 
related calls per week, of those 
received last week, 283 were for 
frostbite cases. 


The cold snap in Central Al¬ 
berta won’t be forgotten by an 
Olds boy for a long time to 
come. 

A student, who asked not 
to be named, received third 
degree frostbite to both his 
ears while walking home from 
Deer Meadow school, Jan. 26. 

During the 15 minute walk 
from school, the young boy 
was wearing a baseball cap 
and although he had a hood 
attached to his coat he didn't 
use it, leaving his ears ex¬ 
posed. 

The boy said he didn’t feel 
his ears freezing and didn’t re¬ 
alize the damage done until he 
was at home warming up. 

“When he got home his 
ears were numb and kind of 
whitish. 

When he started to warm 
up they began to burn,” said 
the boy’s mother, who arrived 
home about half an hour af¬ 
ter the boy. 

“When I got home he was 
screaming, it hurt him bad,” 
she said. 

The mother gave the boy 
some pain relief, wrapped him 
in a blanket to get his body 
temperature normalized and 
researched what to do in the 
case of frostbite on the 
internet. The boy fell asleep 
for approximately one hour. 

By the time he awoke, his 
ears had swollen to two-and- 
a-half times their original 
size. 

“He had huge blisters on 
both ears, they were swollen, 
red and very painful.” 

The mother was advised by 
Health Link to check out the 
situation at Olds Hospital 
and she did. 

“I thought he might lose 
his ears,” she said. As it turned

The first priority of CP Rail 
was to make sure everyone was 
okay, then they focused on reo¬ 
pening the road crossings. 
Clearing away the rest of the 
cars will take into next week. 

Crews worked into the late 
hours the night of the train 
wreck and all week dealing 
with the mess in the extremely 
cold weather conditions, but 
according to Seland they were 
extremely surprised at the help 
they received from Didsbury. 


“In all the history of derail¬ 
ments, no community has ever 
come together and helped us 
out so much,” said Seland. 
“Everyone was so great. We 
were constantly amazed at the 
kindness we saw.” 

Seland went on to mention 
that Steve Jardine was renovat¬ 
ing a house next to the accident, 
he offered the house as a com¬ 
manding pest for the crews to 
warm up. Also Didsbury Esso 
brought the crews coffee to 


help keep them warm. 

“These gestures were never 
seen before,” said Seland. 
“Mayor Dorothy Moore was 
very helpful in coordinating us 
with local resources and the 
people in town. The fire chief 
was very supportive and helped 
a lot with man power. There is 
a huge amount of community 
spirit in that town.” 

The track is again open and 
running and will be completely 
cleared of the mess this week 
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After speaking with CP Rail 
about the train derailment, I felt 
so proud to live in this town. 
They didn’t have a lot of infor¬ 
mation to tell me, everything is 
still very much up in the air. 

Something they did tell me, 
and was very excited to tell me 
was how great they thought 
Didsbury was. How the people 
just came together, and did eve¬ 
rything in their means to help 
out. 

Steve Jardine was kind 
enough to open up his home (under renovations) that was 
next to the accident for the crews to warm up, and take 
shelter from the bitter cold. Didsbury Esso was bringing 
the workers hot coffee and muffins to keep them warm. I 
was told how Mayor Dorothy Moore and the fire chief made 
things a lot easier, and were very helpful. 

In all the history of CP Rail derailments, they could 
not remember a time where a community came together to 
help out so much. They could not remember a time, be¬ 
cause according to CP Rail, there was never before a time. 

Congratulations Didsbury for showing the true spirit 
of this town in such a crisis.

Parliament 
left the 
legislation 
void of - 
detailed 
guidelines 

Dear Editor: 

The recent abundance of con¬ 
ditional sentences for violent 
criminals is another example of 
parliament neglecting to do the 
unglamorous detail work nec¬ 
essary with strong legislation. 
When the Liberals brought in 
the conditional sentence provi¬ 
sions, the intent had been to 
reduce prison overcrowding by 
giving judges the discretion to 
avoid imprisoning a low risk 
offender in certain circum¬ 
stances. However, Parliament 
left the legislation void of de¬ 
tailed guidelines before shifting 
their focus to another piece of 
self serving legislation. 

Judges were then left to in¬ 
terpret the law with little direc¬ 
tion, and as Canada’s Common 
Law is built on precedent, dis¬ 
pensing conditional sentences 
became more and more com¬ 
mon. Ultimately criminals who 
were never the target of the 
conditional sentence legisla¬ 
tion, benefited from Ottawa's 
leadership vacuum. 

It is time for Parliament to 
reclaim its responsibility of 
passing complete, detailed leg¬ 
islation. From ratifying Kyoto 
with no implementation plan to 
reforming healthcare without 
any strategy or targets, this 
government must do more than 
hold press conferences and 
commission reports.

"Let justice run its course," say 
some, pointing out that this six- 
week trial could shed light on 
what actually happened in 
2001. But justice runs its 
course quite differently when 
people pay their own legal bills. 
Only 3 r / ( of civil actions make 
it to trial. The other 97 < /f are 
settled out of court because peo¬ 
ple don't want to pay $50,000 
or $500,000 or more. Yes, a trial 
can bring out truth, but few are 
prepared to spend their own 
money on the most expensive 
way of getting at the truth. 

Neither Alberta Justice Min¬ 
ister Dave Hancock nor Ed¬ 
monton's Mayor and Council¬ 
lors are paying for this them¬ 
selves. Instead, both are spend¬ 
ing other people's money. There 
is no need to be humble or rea¬ 
sonable, as both sides can eas¬ 
ily afford to dig in their heels, 
refusing to negotiate a settle¬ 
ment. This trial illustrates the 
most inefficient way to spend 
money. Money can be spent in 
four different ways. 


First, you can spend your 
own money on yourself. This 
is the most common kind of 
spending, practised daily when 
people buy food, clothing, 
houses, cars, etc. When it's your 
own money and when you have 
to live with what is purchased, 
you think carefully and choose 
wisely. 

Second, you can spend your 
own money on someone else, by 
donating to charity or buying 
someone a gift. You won't per¬ 
sonally receive or enjoy what's 
been bought, but you will still 
spend your own money care¬ 
fully. 

Third, you can spend some¬ 
one else's money on yourself. 
The company expense account 
is a classic example. You will 
buy yourself a good quality 
meal, but chances are YOU will 
care less about its price than if 
you were paying the bill your¬ 
self. 

Fourth, you can spend some¬ 
one else's money on someone 
else. This is what politicians 
and bureaucrats do every day.

Olds radio hits the airwaves

“(Country-Western) 
is the format that goes 
with the rural lifestyle. 
There’s many choices 
but generally it’s the for¬ 
mat that works well in 
a rural area.” 

Brian and his wife 
Melanie have started 
Olds’ first radio station 
in more than 70-years. 

He wants the inde¬ 
pendently owned station 
to fill the local void for 
up-to-the date sports, 
weather and informa¬ 
tion. 

“The focus is not just 
the music it’s also infor¬ 
mation,” explained 
Hepp. 

“Local news, sports, 
and community an¬ 
nouncements, we want 
to be involved in all as¬ 
pects.” 

The Hepps have been 
in radio all their lives. 
They have worked in 
stations across Alberta 
and northern B.C. but 
they wanted to put down 
roots. 

“It’s a big reason we 
did this now,” said 
Melanie. 

“So we could move to 
Olds and stay here until 
our kids are at least fin¬ 
ished school.” 

CKLJ 97.7 FM has a 
wide listening area. 
They expect the 13,000- 
watt station to pump 
out music in a 72 km 
radius of the town. 

“Olds is the hub for 
this whole region, so the 
signal is reaching every¬ 
body using Olds as a ma¬ 
jor trading centre,” ex¬ 
plained Brian. 

“It’s a growing mar¬ 
ket, Olds is growing and 
we thought we could of¬ 
fer a service that would 
be beneficial to the re¬ 
gion.” 

“I think when people 
listen to it they will find 
a good mix of music and 
information.”

Brian said he 
expects to air live Griz¬ 
zly’s games on his sta¬ 
tion later in the season 
or early in the playoffs.

Olds had a radio sta¬ 
tion in the past. Sta¬ 
tion 10 A1-4EX was lo¬ 
cated in the old power 
station, close to where 
the college now stands. 

Percy Shackleton, a 
station engineer, built 
a transmitter and oper¬ 
ated the fledgling sta¬ 
tion from a small room 
that could only be 
accessed through a 
small window. 

Shackleton eventu¬ 
ally sold off his equip¬ 
ment to a Calgary 
group in 1926, but in a 
few short years he had 
put Olds on the modern 
telecommunication 
map.

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Disabled woman’s goats give her second chance

When Lalita Nault heard 
that 2003 was, according to the 
Chinese calendar, the year of 
the goat, she decided to take 
that to heart and start her own 
business using goat milk. 

Nault’s husband has been 
unable to work due to 
memory loss and speech dif¬ 
ficulties, and over the last 
few years post-polio disease 
has ravaged the few remain¬ 
ing strengths Nault had af¬ 
ter a childhood struggle 
with polio. 

Prior to her husband fall¬ 
ing ill, Nault was searching 
for alternatives to a long- 
care home. 

“At 30 years old moving 
into a long-term care facil¬ 


ity was a tremendously dif¬ 
ficult decision,” said Nault. 
“In some ways my husband 
falling ill and needing to 
rely on me was a good thing. 
It was the motivation I 
needed to work harder for 
my independence.” 

“Utter End” is the name 
of Nault’s business that fea¬ 
tures natural creams and 
lotions. Goat milk is the key 
ingredient in her products. 
Products currently sold by 
Utter End are face creams, 
intensive cream and scrubs. 

These products were first 
sold this past summer at the 
Blackfoot Market in 
Calgary. This fall Nault set 
up an on-line store, this 
helps her work around the 
challenges of her disabili-

ties. 

“1 have been making 
these products for a couple 
of years,” said Nault. “I 
only decided to start selling 
them in August.” 

At the Blackfoot Market, 
Nault would sell out every¬ 
day. She will start selling at 
the Market again this year 
when it reopens in June. 

“It really surprised me,” 
said Nault. “Everyone just 
loves the products.” 

Nault owns goats as pets, 
and she decided to start ex¬ 
perimenting with their milk. 
She has always been a fan 
of all natural things, and 
her customers keep coming 
back for more. 

“At first I had mostly re¬ 
peat customers,” said Nault. 


“Now I have gotten a lot of 
new customers too.” 

Utter End presently has 
between 300 and 400 clients. 
The business will soon be 
expanding to pet care start¬ 
ing with shampoo. 

“I have two St. 
Bernards,” said Nault. “I 
presently use a shampoo I 
make on them.” 

Eventually Nault would 
also like to have a natural 
hair care line for people. 

“I presently have some 
leads to start selling my 
products in stores.” said 
Nault.

In last month's article I 
talked about the New Year 
bringing new things. In 


keeping with that philoso¬ 
phy I am going to be adding 
some new things to this col¬ 
umn that I hope will be in¬ 
teresting and fun to read. 

One of my new additions 
will be to expand on the 
'calls since last report' sec¬ 
tion. 

As well as informing you 
of the type and number of 
calls, I am also going to in¬ 
clude a list of how many 
calls occurred during the 
day, evening and night, and 
how many total hours were 
spent in the field. 

So let's give it a try and 
see how it goes. 

So far in 2004 we have 
answered 11 calls. These 
were:

Train derailments -1 
Of these 11 calls, 6 were 
during the day, 4 were in the 
evening and 1 was at night.

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Westglen kicks off magazine campaign 


The Principal and Teachers 
at Westglen School may be act- 
ing a little nervous these 
days...for good reason. 

Beginning February 5th, all 
grades 5 - 8 students will be 
selling magazines to help raise 
money for school programs 
and activities during the 
school’s Annual Magazine 
Campaign. 

And while that fact alone 
may be nothing for staff there 
to worry about, this year’s 
goal is truly cause for some to 
be concerned. “We have set a 
goal of 808 subscriptions be¬ 


ing sold,” explains one of the 
campaign’s organizers, Connie 
Visser. “...If we reach that goal 
our Principal, Phil Corning, 
will allow students to suspend 
him from the gym with duct 
tape.” Visser goes on to explain 
that if students achieve 777 
subscriptions, teachers will dye 
their hair for a day. “It’s all just 
for fun, but our students are 
very conscientious. Around 
here, it’s a team effort, every¬ 
body in the school is involved.” 

The magazines the students 
will be selling come from the 
Canadian Community Reading 


Program (CCRP) who provide 
a selection of close to 600 dif¬ 
ferent varieties of subscriptions. 
“They are wonderful to work 
with,” says Visser. “They make 
it so basic and simple that run¬ 
ning the campaign doesn’t take 
100 per cent of your time. In 
return, the company gives back 
40 per cent of all sales to the 
school.” 

Unlike other fundraising 
campaigns, Westglen’s maga¬ 
zine drive does not advocate sell¬ 
ing door to door. “A lot of our 
students simply approach fam¬ 
ily and friends instead which 


really seems to work better,” 
explains Visser. “A lot of peo¬ 
ple remember that we do this 
each year and wait to renew 
their subscriptions until the 
students are out selling again.” 

Visser is confident the cam¬ 
paign will be a successful one 
this year. “The community is 
very supportive of us and I 
think this school has lot of 
spirit...you can feel it when you 
walk through the doors...”.

Clarification

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QUESTION: Our 24-month-old son is not yet toilet- 
trained, although my mother-in-law feels he should be. 
Should we spank him for using his pants instead of the 
potty? 

DR. DOBSON: No. I suggest that your mother-in- 
law cool down a bit. It is entirely possible that your 
child can’t control himself at this age. The last thing 
you want to do is punish a child of any age for an 
offense that he can’t comprehend. If I had to err on 
this matter, it would be in the direction of being too 
late, rather than too early. Furthermore, the best 
approach to potty training is with rewards and 
encouragement rather than with punishment. Give him 
a sucker (or sugarless candy) for performing his duty. 
When you’ve proved that he can comply, then you can 
hold him responsible in the future. 

* * * * * * 

QUESTION: Is there any way to prevent a child 
from having night terrors? It is happening in our house 
nearly every night, and it is really hard on my husband 
and me. DR 

DOBSON: Yes, you can usually prevent your child 
from going into stage-four sleep by giving him a minor 
amount of medication. I wouldn’t suggest that you do 
that unless the night terrors are regular and disruptive 
to adult sleep patterns. You should talk to your 
physician about this matter if that is the case. 

* * * * * * 

QUESTION: Should schoolchildren be required to 
wear clothes they dislike? 

DR. DOBSON: Generally not. Children are very 
concerned about being laughed at by their friends and 
will sometimes go to great lengths to avoid that danger. 
Conformity is fueled by the fear of ridicule. Teens, 
particularly seem to feel, “The group can’t laugh at 
me if I am identical to them.” From this perspective, 
it’s unwise to make a child endure unnecessary social 
humiliation. Children should be allowed to select their 
own clothes, within certain limits of your budget and 
good taste. 

** ** * * 

QUESTION: My 4-year-old daughter, Karen, is a 
whiner. She rarely speaks in a normal voice anymore. 
How can I break her of this habit? 

DR. DOBSON: A process called “extinction” is very 
useful in situations like this. Here is how it works: 
Any behavior that has been learned by reinforcement 
(i.e., by rewards) can by “unlearned” by withholding 
those rewards. It sounds complex, but the technique is 
simple and very applicable to Karen’s problem. Why do 
you think she whines instead of speaking in a normal 
voice? Because you have rewarded that sound by letting 
it get your attention! As long as Karen is speaking in 
her usual voice, you are too busy to listen to her. Like 
most toddlers, she probably babbles all day long, so 
you have often tuned out most of her verbiage. But 
when she speaks in a grating, irritating, obnoxious 
tone, you turn to see what is wrong. Therefore, Karen’s 
whining brings results; her normal voice does not, and 
she becomes a whiner. In order to break the habit of 
whining, you must simply reverse the process. You 
should begin by saying, “I can’t hear you because 
you’re whining, Karen. I have funny ears; they just 
can’t hear whining.” After this message has been passed 
along for a day or two, you should show no indication 
of having heard a moan-tone. You should then offer 
immediate attention to anything she says in a normal 
voice. If this control of reward is applied properly, I 
guarantee it to achieve the desired results. Most human 
learning is based on this principle, and the consequences 
are certain and definite. Of course, Grandma and Uncle 
Albert may continue to reinforce the behavior you are 
trying to eliminate, and they can keep it alive.

Carstairs player makes the

Fitness, peace of mind, 
and confidence are just a few 
of the benefits gained Mon¬ 
day nights in Didsbury and 
Wednesday nights in Olds as 
locals come together to learn 
the art of karate. 

Sensei Rathe Mokelky, 
has been teaching in 
Didsbury for the past two 
years, and expanded to Olds 
in 2003. Mokelky teaches a 
class for five to seven year 
olds called, “Just For 
Kicks”, a junior class for 
eight to twelve year olds, 
and a teen and adult class. 

Monday nights the 
classes run in Didsbury at 
the Multi Purpose Room in 
the Memorial Complex, 
“Just For Kicks” goes from 
5 p.m. to 6 p.m., the junior 
class from 6 p.m. to 7:30 
p.m., and the teen/adult 
class from 7:30 p.m. to 9:30 
p.m. Wednesday night in 
Olds at the Recreation and 
Culture Centre classes also 
take place, except for “Just 
For kicks”. Junior goes from 
6:30 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. and 
the teen/adult class from 
7:30 p.m. to 9:30 p.m. 

“This is an on-going 
learning process,” said 
Mokelky. “You progress at 
your own pace. People are 
welcome to join at any time, 
or we encourage people to at 
least come out and try it.” 

Mokelky has been teach¬ 
ing karate since 1985. He 
started in Saskatchewan 
and never looked back. He 
teaches a very traditional 
style of karate called Wado 
Kai (way of peace). 

“Part of what you learn 
is having a peaceful mind.” 
said Mokelky. “It is a very 
neat sport that way. If your 
aggressive it teaches you 


control, and if you are shy, 
it gives you confidence.” 

According to Mokelky, 
karate is about personal de¬ 
velopment, it is challenging, 
yes you learn at your own 
pace. 

“People really push them¬ 
selves,” said Mokelky. “Not 
just in a physical aspect ei¬ 
ther.” 

Katas, which is perform¬ 
ing an imaginary fight, is 
how participants are graded. 

“I would compare it to 
public speaking.” said 
Mokelky. “They perform like 
diving or figure skating. At 
first people can never imag¬ 
ine themselves doing it, then 
its like holy cow I really did 
it.” 

Through karate you get 
to enjoy other benefits like 
travelling to competitions 
and workshops. 

“Everyone is encouraged 
to compete,” said Mokelky. 
“When they feel ready.” 

The children’s program is 
recommended by Mokelky, it 
teaches children to play fair, 
help others, respect each 
other, and it teaches disci¬ 
pline. 

“You don’t take karate to 
learn to fight,” said 
Mokelky. “You take it so you 
won’t have to fight. We use 
a non-contact style, you 
don’t attack the face or head 
and are light on the body.” 

Mokelky allows people to 
try out a few classes for free, 
to see if you will like it. 

“Just come on down on 
Monday or Wednesday night 
and give it a try,” said 
Mokelky. “It really changes 
your thinking on a lot of 
things.” 

Mokelky is part of the 
Shintani Wado-Kai Karate 
Federation and has his Fifth 
Degree Black Belt.

Robin Tribble, a grade 
10 student at Hugh Suth¬ 
erland School (HSS), is 
ecstatic about making it 
onto the roster for the 
2004 Alberta Winter 
Games.

The gold medal is a goal 
that not only the ladies are 
seeking, but also their 
head coach, Don Wilson - 
who previously helped 
coach the mens team from 
Alberta home with the 
gold medal from Team 
Canada.

Wilson, originally from 
Drumheller where his hockey 
coaching started, has an ex¬ 
tensive coaching career, hav¬ 
ing coached for a number of 
teams including for many Jun¬ 
ior ‘A’ teams - and he is ex¬ 
cited to have the opportunity 
to coach this ladies team. 

When picking his players, 
Wilson says, they weren’t 
looking for all the same skills. 

“We picked 19 players that 
all brought a different piece of 
the puzzle to the table,” 
Wilson said. 

The one challenge that is 
not only difficult for the coach 
to overcome, but also the 
players, is the limited amount 
of time that they get to spend 
together. 

The rules, for a tournament 
like this, only allows the play¬ 
ers three hours of ice time to¬ 
gether and five hours of class¬ 
room time spent together. 

“In eight hours we have to 
be ready to hit the ice, and 
play the best that we can,” 
Wilson said adding, “We have 
to attempt to bring the best 
out in the girls in the least 
amount of time.” 

Last weekend the team 
came together at the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex, and 
Wilson feels that after watch¬ 
ing his team play together 
that there won’t be any 
problems. 

“Everyone came together 
well, and everyone played 
great... I am really, locking 
forward to taking this team to 
the games,” Wilson said. “I 
think the girls came together 
really quick.”

The ladies arrive for the 
Alberta Winter games in 
Peace River on February 12, 
and if they are successful at 
making it to the gold medal 
game, they will play that 
game on Feb. 15. 

There are a total of eight 
zones in Alberta, with a to¬ 
tal of 680 female athletes 
who took part in trying out 
for the Alberta Winter 
Games. 

Barb Marsh, Alberta’s Fe¬ 
male Development Coordi¬ 
nator, says that the talent 
that these young female ath¬ 
letes are displaying is amaz¬ 
ing, and truly exciting. 

“Fans in the North Peace 
Region will see some great 
competition and get a sneak 
peek at the future of Team 
Alberta,” Marsh said. 

Over the next few days, 
before Tribble and her fellow 
teammates head for North¬ 
ern Alberta to take on some 
of the best and highest 
skilled players around she 
will be practising her moves 
and techniques, while the 
excitement builds. 

“I am just really excited 
to see how everyone will per¬ 
form and I am really look¬ 
ing forward to the opening 
ceremonies,” Tribble added. 

Upon graduation of high 
school Tribble is hoping her 
hockey skills will land her 
a scholarship at a university, 
where she has plans to pos¬ 
sibly go in for engineering.
